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Election/Restrictions 

Applicants' election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-10), Carrier Species I 
(corresponding to Figures 5-6A) is acknowledged. 

Since the Carrier Species I has been found allowable, and since the allowed claims 1-10 
are generic to both Carrier species I and II (corresponding to Figures 6B and 6C), the restriction 
requirement between the Carrier species I and II is expressly withdrawn. 

Claims 1 1-55 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the replies filed on June 18, 2004 and October 18, 2004. 

Ex Parte Quayle

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the reference designators 564 ("data drive unit") 
and 566 ("read/write head") - see page 13, lines 8 and 10, respectively of Applicants' 
specification- are not depicted.

drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Objection to Abstract 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds one paragraph. Thus, the 
abstract must be amended so as to not exceed the one paragraph limit. Correction is required. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to fairly, teach, show or suggest, by either anticipating or 
rendering obvious, the invention as set forth in the claims of the instant application. 

Furthermore, a search made does not detect the combined claimed elements as set forth in 
the pending claims. Additionally, the reasons for allowance of the claims over the prior art of 
record is believed to be readily clear, self evident and apparent from the claim language set 
forth in each of claims 1 and 10, when compared and contrasted with the prior art. 

More particularly, the instant invention (as set forth in independent claims 1 and 10) 
provides for a portable carrier (e.g., 500) for a data storage medium (e.g., 562), wherein the 
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carrier (e.g., 500) is moveably disposed in a data storage and retrieval system (e.g., 320). The 
portable carrier includes an enclosure (e.g., 501) having a first side (e.g., at surface 512); a 
[first] permanent magnet (e.g., 540) disposed in said first side (e.g., at surface 512). 
Additionally a guidepin (e.g.. 520) is disposed on said first side (e.g., at surface 512) and 
extends outwardly therefrom. The guidepin (e.g.,. 520) includes a [first] groove (e.g., 530). 

None of the cited prior art of record, however, do not disclose such a portable carrier for 
a data storage medium which is moveably disposed in a data storage and retrieval system, 
wherein such portable carrier has, inter alia, a (first) permanent magnet disposed in a first side 
and a guidepin disposed on the same first side which extends outwardly therefrom, such that the 
guidepin includes a first groove, as set forth in the manner, function and relationship relative to 
other claimed structure as prescribed by the independent claims. 

Additionally, none of the cited prior art of record provide, alone or in combination with 
the art of record or general knowledge within the art, any suggestion or teaching for the 
invention as set forth in the independent claims.
